By eſtimation of them that haus 
ſenethe low grounds in Holland, and Zealand,they farre ſur⸗ 
paſſed the moſt C ountreys in Eurepelaꝝ fruitfulnes,and only 
becauſe they lye ſo lowe. The wozld cannot compare with 
Agip, fo2 fertilitie, ſo farre as Nulus dooth ouver-flowe his 
banks, Do that afitter place cannot be choſen foꝛ an Oꝛch⸗ 
eard,then a lolo plaine be arier ſide. Foz beſides the latnes 
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which the water bzings,if any clowvy miſte 02 rapne be ſtyꝛ⸗ 
ring, it commonly falls downe to, and followes the courſe of 
the riuer.

2 tr«9 and ſs thicke, that one ceuld not | 
th;ine fo the thong of his Neighbour. At you dos marke it, Hurts or 
von ſhall (@ the tops of tries rubde off, their ſives galled like a too nere 
gallsd hozſes backe, and many tres haue moze tumps lheg planing, 
bonghs,and moſt frees no well thztning, but ſhoꝛt, ſtumpiſh, 
and tuill thꝛiuing boughs : like a Cozne-field cuer-iaded, oz 
a Zowne ouer-peopled,oz a paſture auer · lad, which the Gar- 
diner muſt either let grow, 02 leane the tres veris ſew bonghs 
fobearefruite; Pence (mall fþziff, galls, wounds, diſeaſes, 
and thozt life fo the tts: and while they line grene, little, 
hard, wo2me-eacen, and enill thzining fruife ariſe to the diſ⸗ 
comlozt of the owners. 
Top2:enent which diſcommovitte, one of the beſt remed'es Remedie, 
is, the ſufficient and fit diſtance of tres Therefoze at thi ſet⸗ 
ting of pour plants you muſt haus ſuch a reſpec, that the di. 
tante ol them be ſuch, that eueris tri bs not annoiance, but an 
helpe to his fellows: fo2 frees (as all other things ofthe ſame 
kinde) ſhould ſhꝛowde, and not hurt one another. And affure >. 
your ſelſe that enery touch of trees (as well vnder as aboneths , 
earth) is hurtfull. Chereloꝛe this maſt bs a generall rule in o. 
this Ark : That no tres in an Orchard well oꝛdered, nog ches hurt 
bongy, noz Cpon dꝛop bpon, o2 touch his fellowes. Let no g. . ; 
man thinke this bnpoſſible, but looks in (ho eltuenth Chapter 
of dzefſing of trees. Ak they touch, the winde will cauſe a fo2- 
ciblernb, Young twigs are tender, if boughs o2 armes foucy 
and rub, if they are ffreng they make great galls. No kinds 


of touch therefoze in trees can be goed.

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The beſt Mob, it is to be conſidercd what diſtance amongll lets is 
diſtance requiſite, and that muſt be gathered from the compaſſe and 
of trees, © coomth, that ech tree by pꝛobabilitis o take and fill, And 
herein J am of a contrary opinion to alithem, which p2actile 83 
teach the planting of trees, that euer pet J knew,read, oz heat 
of, Fez the common [pace between tree and tree is ten feot, 
if twenty foot it is thought very much. But I ſuppoſe fwon- 
ty pards diſtance is ſmall enough betwixt tres and free, o2ra- 
ther too tos little. Foꝛ the diſtance muſt needs be as farre as 
two trecs are well able to ouer-ſpꝛead, and fill, ſo they touch 
not, by one yard at leaſt. Now J am aſſured, and J know 
one Apple-tree, ſet of a flip finger» great, in the ſpace oftwenty 
peares, (which J count a very ſmall part ofa trees age, as is 
thewd Chapter 14 hath ſpꝛed his boughs eleauen oz twelne 
yards compare, that is, fiue oz ſixe yards on euery fide. Yencs 
I gather, that in fo2ty o2 fiftie pearcs (which pet is but a 
ſmall time of his age) a tree in good ſoyle, wellliking, by good 
dꝛeſſing(loꝛ that is much anaileable to this purpoſe) wil ſpꝛead 
double at the leaſt, viz. twelue yards on a fide, which being 
added to twelue allotted ts his fellow,maake twenty and fours 
yards, and ſo lat diſtant muſt every tree ſtand from another. 
And locke how far a tree ſpꝛeads his boughs aboue, ſo farrs 
doth he put his roots vader the earth, oz rather further, ił there 
be no ſtop, neꝛ let by walls, trees, rocks, barren earth, and 
ſuch like : koꝛ an huge bulkling, and ſtrong armes, maſſie 
boughs, many bꝛaunches, and infinite twigs, require wide- 
ſpꝛeading rootes. The top hath the vaſte aire to ſpꝛead his 
boughs in, high and lowe, this way and that way ; but the 
roofs axe kept in tte cruſt of the earth, they may not godown- 
ward, noꝛ vpward out of the earth, which is their element, no 
moꝛe than the Fith out of the Water, Camelion out of the 
Aire, noz Salamander out ofthe Fire, Therefozethey mull 
needs ſpꝛead far vnder the earth. And J dare well ſap if nas 
ture would giue leaue to man by Art, to dzefſe the rootes of 
trees, to take away the tawes, and tangles, that lap and fret 
and grow ſupet fin only anddiſo2derly, (foz every thing ſublu- 
marie is cut ed fo: mans ſake) the tops abeue being anſwera⸗ 
bip dꝛeſſed, we ſhould haue trees of weonderkull grratuſſe, and 
, Waaitedurance, Ind J perſwade my lelle that this might 
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b ce done ſometimes in Winter; fo tries ſtanding in 
faire plaines and kindly earth with mall 02 no daunger at 
all. So that J conclude, that twenty yards are the leaſt 
ſpace that Art can allot foz tries to ſand diſtant one from 
another.

The House baundrie of Bees. 


T pererenarnet one neceſſary thing fobeop2eccribed, 
which in mine opinion makes as much fo2 oznament , 
As ether Flowers 0} fozme, oz cleanſineſſe, and J am 
ſure as commodious as any of,o2 all the reſt : which is bees, 
well ozdered. And J will not account her any of my good 
Vouſlewifes, that wanteth eyther Bees oz ſkilſulneſle about 
them, And though I know ſome haue wzitten well efrulp , 
and others moze plentifully vpon this Theame ; pet ſome⸗ 
what haue J learned by experience (being a Be maſter my 
ſelfe) tohich hitherto J canot find put into waiting, foz which 
4 thinke our Youſewtfes will count themſelues beholding 
to me. 

Che fic thing that a Gardiner about Bers mult becare- 
full fo2, is an houſe, net takes and ſtones abzoad, Sub dio: 
fo2 ſtakes rot and reel, raine and weather cate peur hiues, Bechouſe, 
and cotuors, and cold moſt of all ishartfull foz peur Bees, 
Therefoze vou muſthane an houfe made a long time ſure, 
dzy wall in your Garden, wy oz in your Dzchard: — 
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Beesloue Flowers, and wood intheirhearts. This ig 
lo 2me, a frame ſtanding on poſtes wi b a a : 
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would haue it hold moze Hiues, two floozes bozded, laid en 
Bearers, and backe poſts, couered over with boozds, fate. 
wiſe. Let the floozes be without holes oz cliffs, left in ta / 
ſting time, the Bees lye out and loyter. And though your 
Hiues ſtand within an hand-bzeadth the one of an other; pet 
will Bees know their owne home. In this frame may your 
Bees ſtand dꝛie and warme, eſpecially ifyou make dozts 
like dooꝛes of windowes to ſhzowde them in Winter, as in 
an houſe: pꝛouided peu leaue the iues moufhes open. I my 
ſelfe haue deuiſad ſuch an heuſe, and J find that it keeps and 
ſtrengthens my Bees much, and my hines will laßt 6. te 1» 
M. Markam commends Yiues of wood. J diſcommend 
them not: but ſtraw hiues are in vſe with vs, and I thinks | 
Hives, With all the woꝛld, which Jcommend fo2nimblenes, cloſt- 
| nes, warmnes and dzines. Bees lous no externall motions 
atſdawbing oz ſuch like. Sometimes occaſian ſhall be affe 
red to Ut and turne hines, os hall appeare herrafter. On 
light entire Hine of ſtraw in that caſe is better, than ant 
that is dawbad, weighty and comberſome, 4 with may 
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hine,fo2 a keeping ſwarme, to hold thꝛs peckes at leaſt in 
meaſure. Fo2 tos little hines pzocure Bees, in cafting tima, 
epther tolygzonc, and loyter, c2 clſe to caſt,befoze they be1ipe 
and ffrong, and ſo make weake ſwarmes and vntimely : 
Whereas if they haus rome ſufficient, thep ripen timely, £ 
caſt ſeaſsnably are ſtrong, and fit fo2 labourpzeſently. Ney- 
ther would the hiue bie to to great,foz then they loyter, and 
waſte meat and time. * 

BVour Bees delight in wod, fo2 ſeding, eſpecially fo2 ca- 
ſting: therefoze want not an Oꝛchard. A Mayes [warme, 
is wozth a Mares Foall: if they want wod, they be in dan⸗ 
ger of flying away, Any time befoze Midſommer is god, 
fo; caſting and timely befoze luly is not euill. I much like 
M. Markams opinion lo: hiuing a ſwarme in combes of a 
dead oz fc2ſaken hine, ſo they be freſh and cleanly. To 
thinke that a ſwarme of your owne oꝛ others, will of it ſelfe 
come into ſuch an hiue, is a mere concoit, Experto crede 
Roberto. His ſmearing with honey, is to ns purpoſe, foz the 
other Bees will eat it vp. Af pour ſwarme knit in the top of 
a fre, as they wil, itte Ninde beate them not to fall dobon, 
— the ſtooll oz ladder deſcribed in the Orchard doe pou 
eruice. 

The leſſe pour ſpelkes are, the leſſe is the waſte of pour Spelke, 
honte,and the moze eafilie willthey dzaw, when you take 
your Bes. 4. Spelkes athwart,and onsfoppe ſpeike are 
ſuffictent. The Bees will faſten theyz combes to the htue. 
A little honey is good: but if you want, Fenell will ſerue to 
rub your Hiue withall. The Pine being d2elt and ready 
ſpelkt, rubd x the hole mada fo2 they2 paſCage (I vſe no hole 
inthe Hiue, but a peece of wod hoalo to ſage tha hiue t keep 
ont mice) ſhake in your Bees, oz the moſt of them (tos all 
- commonly you cannot get) theremainder will follow. Pa⸗ 
ny vſe ſmoake, Nettles,4c-which J vtterly dillike: fo bes 
lonenot tobemoleſted. Ning in time ofcaſting is a mere 
kancie, violent handling ofthem is fimply euill, becauſe bes 
of all other Creatures, louecleanlineſfe and peace. There- 
fo;ehandle them leaſurely and quietly, and their Beper 
whom they know, may dat with them, what ho will, with⸗ 


out hurt, Being hiuer at niaht, bꝛing them to their ſeat. Met

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your Hiues all of one yeare together Much deſcanting there 
is, of, and about the Maſter⸗bee, and their degrees, o2ders; - 

and gouernement: but the truth in this point is rather i. 
magined than demonſtrated. There are ſome coniecures of 

it, viz. we lee in the Combes diaers greater hon ſes than the 

reſt and we heate commonly the night befozecalt,fountimes 

ene Be, ſometimes two, oz moze Bes, gius alowd and ſe⸗ 
uerall ſound from the reſt, and lometimes Bees of greater 
bodies than the common ſozt: buf what of all this:? Jleane 

not on coniecares, but loue to ſet downe that A know to 

be true, and leaue theſe thinges fo them that loue t diuine. 
Keep? none weake fo2 it is hazard, oktentimes with loſſe : 
Feeding will not helpe them, foz being weake, they cannot 

cone downe to meat, oz ikthep comedowne they dye, be⸗ 

cauſe Bees weake cannot abide cold. Ir none of theſe, pet 

Will the olher Bes being firong, (inell the honey, c come 

and ſpoyle, and kill them. Some helpe is in caſting time, 

to put two weakeſwarms togethed, oz as M. Markam well 
ſapth: Let them not caſt late, by raiſing them with Wood 

v2 tone: but with impes (ſap J) An impe is thꝛee oz foure 
w2zathes,w2ought as the Hine, the ſame compaſe. to rayſs 
Ca:ching. the hiue withall : but by experience in fryail. J haue found 
| out avetter way by Cluſtering,foz late oz mcake ſwarmes 
Chilterine hitherto nat found out of any that J know. That is this: 
Alter caſting time it à haue any ſtocke pꝛoud, and hindered 
tcom timelp caſting, with fozmer Winters pouertp, 62 euill 
weather in caſting time, with two handles and crookes, 

fitted fo2 the purpoſe, Jturne vp that ſtocke ſo peſtred with 
Bees, ind ſet it on the trowne, vpon which ſs turned with 
mouth vpward, J plate an cther empty hive welt dꝛeſt, and 
ſpelkt, into which without anp labour, the Swarme that 
Would not depart, andcaſt, will pꝛeſentip aſcend, becauſe 

the eld Bees haue this quality (as all other bꝛeeding crea- 

kures haue) to expeil the yong when they haue bꝛought them 

vp. There will the warme build as kindly as ik thep had ol 
themſelues been cat. But bee ſure you lap bettwixt the 

hines ſome ſtretght and cleanely ſtickt £2 liches, ca rather a 
boꝛd with holes, to keepe them a ſunder: otherwiſe they wil 
ine the werkes together fo ſaſt that they cannot be _ 
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ted. Ifysuſ9keepe them a ſander at Michael-cide,ifyor 
like the weight of your warme (fo2 the goodnefſe of ſwarms 
is fried by weight) ſo catched, you may ſet it by ſoꝛ a ſtocke 
to keepe. Take herd in anp caſe thecombes be not bzoken, 
for then the other Bees will ſmel the honey and ſpoyle them. 
This haue I tryed to be very p2ofitable fo2 the ſaving of 
Bis. The Inſtrument hath | 
this fozme. The great ſtraight 
ptece is wod, the reſt are y2on 
claſpes and nay les, theclaſpes 
are looſe in the Stapes, 2. men 
with two of theſe faſtened to 
the Niue, willeaũly turne it vp. 
After caſting time, von ſhall benefife your ſteckes much, Droanes. 
il you helpe them to kill their d2oanes, which by all pꝛebabi⸗ 
lify and tudgement, are an idle kind of Bees and waſtfull. 
Some ſay they bz&d: but J am of opinion, that they are 
Vas which haue loſt their ſtinges, and ſo being, as it were, + 
geldtd, become idle and grrat: fo ił they were bꝛed dzones, 
why ſheuld the other Bas deſtro them? Natura ceu deus, 
nihil fecit fruſſra. Theretoꝛe they are not ſo by Nafure:they 
neuet teme (c2th but when they bee euer heated. They ne⸗ 
uer come home loaden. After call ing time, you ſhall ſee the 
labeuring Bes faſten on them, two, thze, oz foure af once, 
as if they were thieacs to be led to the Gallo wes, and kilting 
them, thcy caſt cut, and dꝛe w them farre from home, as hate⸗ 
full enemies. Our Pouſe wiſe, if ſhee be the Keeper of her 
owne Bes (as ſhe hed net d to be) may with her bare hand 
in the heate ofthe de p, ſaſciy deſtreie them in the Piues 
mouth. Scme ble towerds night, in an beate day, to ſet 
beſoze the mouth of the biue a thin board, with little holes, in 
at which the leſler bas may enter, but not the dꝛoancs, ſo 
thai ou map kill them at ycur pleaſure. . 
Sneplcs ſpople them by night like thaues: they ceme ſo n 
quietly, and are ſo ſaſt, that the Bas frars them not. Locke 7 00" 
tate ly and late, eſpecially in a rainic oz Tewey eucning 02 ©?

Bees: but J ſes it not. | 
Moꝛe hines periſh by winters cold, than by all other hurts: 
Foz the ba is tender and nice, and onely liues in warm wes⸗ 
ther, and dyes in cold: And therefoze let.my Pauſewiſe be 
perſwaded,that a warme d2ie houſe bofoze doſtribed is the 
chieleſt helps ſhee can make her bees againſt this, and many 
moꝛe miſchiefes. Mann vſe againſt cold in Minter, to ſtop 
vp their hiue cloſe, and ſome ſet them in houſes, perſwading 
themlelues, that thereby they re lieue their bees, firſt toſſing, 
and mouing is hurtfull, Secondly, in honſes going, knoc⸗ 
king, and ſhakingis noyſome. Thirdlp, foo much heatein 
an houſeis vnnaturall oz them: but latkip, and eſpecially, 
Bees cannot abide to be ſtopt cloſe vp, Foz at euery warm 
. ſeaſon oftheſun they relieue, and living eate, and eating muſt 
needs purge abzoad, (in her houſe, the cleanelp Bee will not 
eale her ſelſe. Judge you what it is fo2 any liuing creature, 
not to diſburden nature. Being ſhut vp in calms ſeaſons, 
lay your eaxe to the hiue, and you ſhall heare them parme and 
pell, as ſo many hungred pꝛiſoners. Therefoze impound not 
pour Bees ſo pꝛofit able, and free a creature. | 
Let none ſtand aboue th2ee yeates, elſe the combegwilbt 
blacke and knotty, pour honey will be thinne andvncleanly: 
and ik any caſt after thzee yeares, it is ſuch ashaueſwarmes, 
and old bees kept altogether, which is great loſſe. @ moaking 
with ragges, roſſell, oꝛ bzimſtone, many vle: but the moſt 
cleanely way, is dzowning in a tub of cleane water, and the 
water well bꝛewde will be good botchet. Dꝛaw ont pont 
ſpelkes immediately with apayzeof Pinchars, leaſt the w#d 


gro lo ſoft and well, and ſo will not be dzawne, then mul 
vou cut pour hiue.
